The Mayor of Calgary, who was recently re- 
buked by the Mayor of Vancouver, because Calgary 
refused to add premium for American funds in 
making interest payments, is probably laughing in 
his hat at the present plight of the Vancouver 
chief magistrate. 

Taking advantage of the Vancouver Mayor's 
illness in hospital, parties wishing to see the Van- 
couver underworld cleaned out, some months ago 
engaged Col. Edgett, warden of New Westminster 
penitentiary, as chief of police. 

Upon his recovery and re-election for two years, 
the Mayor fired the chief. Injunction proceedings 
followed 

In the midst of them, a poor rancher from up 
the coast, took the opportunity to file against the 
Mayor's property a personal judgment he has held 
against the Mayor for many years. It is for about 
$1500—sufficient to wipe out his property qualifica- 
tion. It is now the Mayor who is fighting to hold 
his job. 

The rancher explains that twenty years ago or 
so he gave his savings to the Mayor for a business 
venture, with the promise of a job. His judgment 
has never been paid, he says. 

Mayor Davison of Calgary, after his reproof 
by the Vancouver mayor for refusing to add Amer- 
ican premium to Calgary interest payments, will 
probably see something amusing in the spectacle of 
Mayor Taylor charged that in all his later years of 
prosperity he has omitted to pay a personal debt 
for money loaned him in his private capacity.

Exaction of interest, or usury as it was called till 
about sixty years age, seems never to have been 
popular. Much of the hatred of the Jews which 
stains the pages of history, comes from the practice 
of usury through the ages, by the Jews. They get 
their mandate for this practice in the Book of 
Deuteronomy 23, 19-20 where Moses laid down the 
law: 

“Thou shalt not lend upon usury to thy 
brother: usury of money, usury of victuals, 
usury of anything that is lent upon usury. Unto 
a stranger thou mayest lend upon usury.” 

In the same utterance, Moses lays down the law 
of divorce upon which our own divorce law is 
founded.

Many of our most respected citizens would have 
suffered in earlier days. In the Catholic Church, 
the Lateran Council of 1179, ordained that manifest 
usurers should be denied communion and Christian 
burial. Priests were forbidden to accept alms from 
them. The wills of unrepentant usurers who died 
without making restitution, were held to be invalid. 

Luther condemning usurers said, “Whoso eats 
up, robs and steals the nourishment of another, 
commits as great a murder as he who carves a man 
or utterly undoes him. So does a usurer, who sits 
the while on a stool when he ought rather to be 
hanging from the gallows.” 

King Alfred ordered the lands and properties of 
usurers to be declared forfeit; Richard I forbad 
them to attend his coronation; the three Edwards 
held the taking of interest to be an indictable 
offence while Edward IJI made it a capital crime. 

There may be some reading of history if the out- 
break against heavy interest rates continues to 


grow.

Health and Dict Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy. 


CELERY IS ONE OF THE BEST TONIC AND 
HEALTH-BUILDING VEGETABLES 


Although celery grows in a wild form in many 
parts of Burope, Asia and America it was used 
until recently more as a flavoring or garnish than 
as a food. The flavor of the wild celery is so 


strong that it is not palatable when eaten as is the 
modern celery that has been improved by many 
long years of cultivation. At the present time many 
varieties are raised by farmers; some are sold green 
but most are blanched. While most varieties are 
cultivated for their succulent leaf stalks, the part 
ordinarily eaten, there is a type called celeriac 
that is cultivated entirely for its large fleshy root. 

The amount of starch in both forms is 80 small 
that they may be classed as non-starchy vegetables, 
the principal difference being in the mineral con- 
tent, celery containing the largest amount in which 
it rivals the richest mineral-containing foods, such 
as lettuce, spinach, watercress, and kale. Its prin- 
cipal minerals are potassium, sodium and chlorine. 
Celeriac, or celery root, contains lesser amounts 
although more than many common foods. Of the 
two vegetables celery is the more popular in this 
country, while celeriac is more frequently used in 
Europe. The roots of the latter vegetable are 
globular, of three to six inches in diameter and 
are covered with numbers of rootlets. When cook- 
ed, the root resembles parsnip and has a swect 
celery flavor. It is equally tasty whether served 
warm or cold. When cooked and cooled, it makes 
a delicious addition to vegetable salads; it may be 
either baked or boiled. 

Celery is one food which will not injure anyone 
who is able to eat foods cotnaiinng cellulose. It is 
one of a class of foods known as protective. Be- 
cause of its bulk it acts as an intestinal cleanser. 
It promotes growth and for this reason is fine for 
children. 

Here are some celery recipes: 

Baked Celery and Apples: Line a baking dish 
with slices of unpeeled apples, then a layer of thinly 
sliced celery over which sprinkle bits of well- 
cooked bacon. Alternate these layers until the dish 
is filled, placing apples over all, If the apples are 
very juicy, do not add water, but, if dry and mealy, 
add a small amount of water, cover and bake one 
hour in a slow oven. Serve from baking dish with 
a little butter if desired. 

Baked Celery Hearts: Clean fresh celery hearts 
in salted water. Remove tops but do not separate 
leaves. Steam for ten minutes then place in an 
open dish in hot oven until slightly brown. Serve 
with melted butter. 

Stuffed Celery: Add to peanut butter the de- 
sired amounts of minced ripe olives, chopped 
parsley, and enough of the pulp drained from 
canned tomatoes to make a smooth paste. Work 
ingredients together with fork and fill the grooves 
of crisp, well-bleached celery stalks of uniform 
length. Chill before serving. 

Stewed Celery: The celery should be washed 
well and cut into small pieces. The best flavor is 
brought out_by cooking for two hours. Allow the 
water to evaporate as much as possible, then add 
cream and butter just before serving. 

Tomato and Celery Vegetable Broth is made by 
simmering these vegetables in sufficient water for 
an hour or more over a slow fire, straining off the 
liquid, and seasoning with a little salt. This makes 
a good clear soup with fish or pork. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss Florence R. writes. “What do 
you say can be done for the following case: A 
friend of mine has a baby boy now two years old. 
When three months old he had bronchial pneumonia 
and it left him with water on the brain, which 
causes his head tp be about twice the size of that 
of a grown person. He is blind and nearly par- 
alyzed and the doctors have given up- any hope. 
Do you think anything can be done for this child?” 

ANSWER: Chronic hydrocephalus, or “water on 
the brain,” consists in an effusion of fluid into 
the lateral ventricles of the brain, and is due to 
congenital malformation, or chronic inflammatory 
changes affecting the membranes. The expansibil- 
ity of the skull minimizes destructive pressure on 
the brain, yet this organ is materially affected by 
the presence of the fluid. As a consequence, the 
functions of the brain are interfered with, and the 
mental condition is impaired. Children with this 
disease often sink in a few years, although there 
have been instances of persons with this disease 
living to old age. As various methods of treatment 


have been employed and usually found unsatisfac- 
tory, it would be unwise for me te attempt to give 
any advice without examining the child.
